So far there seems to be no sugges- 
tion that she will invite the “protec- 
tlon" of Germany, and jn thot herolc 
policy she will have the full support 
of ‘Turkey, whose position in the 
Dardanelies would be threatened by 
a German invasion of Bulguria. 


It Is probable that Germany has no 
settled policy and must Improvise 
one. Her original plans worked out 
for better than she expected but they 
were complete in. themselves. They 
were based on a short war, power- 
ful ormy In Italy, an Isolationist 
America and a non-belligerent Japan 
in the Pneffic. 

Tho war is not going to be short. 
ally, and 
America has advanced from Isoja- 
tlonism through ‘cash and carry’ to 
‘lending or leasing’ to Britain_ as_ 
much war’ material as possible, Ger- 
many, therefore, has to adjust heraclf 
to the new situatlon. Germany must 
attempt then to-break through the 
weakest part of the crust: Bulgarin 
scems to be the popular cholce at the 
moment, as it ls evidently o much 
easier task to overrun it than to 
Invade Britain. os 

So long, however, as Britaln re- 
mains undefented ‘on land, and con-.

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SMALLPOX CAN. BE ERASED  . 
IF WE FOLLOW HEALTH RULES. 


One of the “dreaded discases that flourishes during the win- 


ter months is smallpox. 


Now don’t start off by. saying that 


smallpox is no longer a disease to be feared. It is to be feared 
und the less we fear it and neglect preventive measures, the 


greater the danger. 


Smallpox is not a well-ad- 
vertised disease. If infantile 
paralysis, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and such diseases become 
epidemic in a. community, all the 
papers carry, notices of it and it 
becomes a subject of gencral 
knowledge. - If -- smallpox. ap- 
pears, the papers are silent. 

It Is not a thing. to be advertised. 
It might hurt dusiness, Visitors 
might navold that community. That 
In a holdover from the time smallpox 
was nu common thing. - % 

But we still have epidemics of 
smallpox that are frightfully fatal. 
It is a disgrace to any community, 
for it Indicates that the people are 
behind the times and have been, 
careless, In 1922-23-24, several 
severe epidemics spread over the 
United States, causing heavy -toll of 
life. In Denver, the death rate was 
nlmort 50 per cent of those catching 
the disease. 


STAGES OF DISEASE 


Smallpox 1s a disease of ancient 
times. It did not rench England til 
the tenth century ond was Introduced. 
into Mexico by Cortez shortly after 
the discovery of the new world. It 
played havoc with the Indfans, who 
were ¢asy victims of its ravages. 

It iy one of the most loathsome of 
diseases’ und is caused by a virus 
which has never been isolated, The 
disense 1s contaglous by contact in all 
{ts stages, ond Is possibly alr- 
borne. It appears ‘about 10 or 12 
days after exposure with .a chill, 
headache nnd very severe back- 
ache, a rapid rise in temperature and 
vomiting. About three days after 
the onset a ‘rash appears on the face 
and wrists which soon becomes like 
lurge blisters. About the ninth day, 
these blisters become pustules and 
All with pus, When the eruption ap- 

|. pears, the fever subsides, only to re- 
appear with renewed violence when 
the pocks become ‘pustules. 

The patient is often quite de- 
mented ot this stage of the discasc. 
The odour-from the pocks is very 
offensive and the swollen, reddened 
pock-marked, face is drendful to be- 
hold. About the twelfth day, the 
fever subsides and the pocks become 
scabs. * ; 

Our only treatment js gencral 
care of the symptoms that appear. 
Tho headache, backache and general 
paing are very severe, We control 
them with phenacetin and other coal 
tar products, Bathing and ointments 
to prevent infection are uscful. To 
prevent” scarring when the scabs 
come off, continuous opplications of 
mild oils or ointments.are necessary.

In 
1798, Dr Jenner, an English physicl- 
an, discovered that cowpox used to, 
vaccinate “humans « protected -them 
from the disense, “He — was‘ reviled 
and almost killed for his claims, but 
his results finally justified his efforts 
to introduce his remedy. .He noticed 
that dairy maids who developed sores 
on thelr-hands, contracted from: scabs - 
on the cows’ teats, did not get small- 
pox as other unprotected persons did. 
This procedure’ has been carricd out - 
for centuries among civillsed people 
and has almost eradicated the dis- 
ease. ‘ : 


Now the virus is - manufactured 
under the most rigid rules of clean- 
liness. One who has been succens- 
fully ‘vaccinated will not contract 
smallpox. If he docs, it is mild. If 
we will follow the rules Inid down 
by health, authorities, smallpox will 
disappear from our Jand. 

Every child should: be vaccinated 
nbout slx months of nize, again when 
he enters school and about the .age’ 
of fifteen. A doctor hos himself 
revaccinated whenever the disease 
appears in his neighbourhood. The 
dangers fom vaccination are more in 
the mind,” than jn reality. I huve 
“never seen «real harm result from 
vaccination.
